SOON— FAST TRAIN MAY NOT 
STOP HERE 



I'ae "tips" have been received here 
that radical changes are soon to be 
made In the schedules and make-up 
ol trains on the Knoxville branch, of 
the Louisville lit Nashville railroad. 
It is naid that owing to the oooip^ii- 
lion with other roads for the fat win- 
ter travel to the South, the L. A N 
will scon put on solid vestlbuled 
tram* between loth Louisville and 
Aliautr.. the two ejecting a junction 
ai Corhll., and making up these its one 
tra'n, make fast time on southward. 

Tile proposed new schedule I* said 
to contemplate coi!?"le.- u.ie changes 
in the running of trainb by this place. 
The first Ui''i (dig train, .!ue lure at 
!0:.!0 vvhich goes on from here to 
Rtrhmcnd, It Is said, will be ‘ banged 
and make tbe trip troui Corbin from 
here, handling all the local business 
between Ixvulsvllle and Corbin. It is 
sale to be the plan to run the old 
Ixuisville & Atlantic trains on rrom 
Richmond to Howland, near here, con- 
necting with this branch of the road, 
aud taking care of business which the 
earlier train now carries. It has been 
iutlinalec' '.hat the last train for the 
south, under the new schedule may 
not slop at Stanford, making probab- 
ly cnly one or two stations between 
Louisville and Corbin. However 
Rtanforu has a very strong friend 
lagh up In L. At N. circles in the per. 
son of Hon. W. F. Sheridan, and he 
has promised, it Is understood, to do 
all he can to see that Stanford tx 
riot given the "go-by" In the rear- 
rangement of the schedules. 

Much Interest Is being felt In the 
outcome of the petition of the peo- 
ple of Stanford and Lincoln county 
for a new depot here.

Early In mil. the new High Bridge 
which is to span the entucky river on 
the Queen Ac Crescent route . will 
have been completed It will be tbe 
tugboat bridge spanning a navigable 
stream on the American continsnt and 
Is to be the most massive structure ol 
it length and breadth known to the 
civilised world and will have a sus- 
taining capacity of 7.200 tons. In 
i he erection of this wonderful span 
mure than two million two hundred 
thousand rivets and fourteen million 
,*>unds of tested steel are required 
Aiiii-rst two years were spent in man- 
i.tarturiu£ the great steel sections 
that are being combined to produce 
lhts marvelous product of American 
skill and genius. The old bridge 
which has attracted sight, j seers of 
every nation in constructed of Iron in 
weight one fourth as massive as the 



steel of which thc new new bridge 
is being made. On account of the 
auperior material of the new atruc- 
lure it will have about five times the 
sustaining power of old one. From tbe 
the top of the rails of tbe new brldgn 
to the water In the river below, the 
diatance is 315 feet. It will require 
110.000 pounds of steel rails and 2.000 
ties to build the track across tbe 
bridge which is 1.223 feet In length.
